TO ALL RADIO AMATEURS BT 


IN AN FCC NEWS RELEASE DATED SEPTEMBER 18, FCC ANNOUNCED FAVORABLE 
ACTION ON FRB i, THE LEAGUES REQUEST FOR A DECLARATORY RULLING 
PREEMPTING LOCAL ANTENNA ORDINANCES. IN THE SEPTEMBER 16 ACTION, FCC 
DECLARED A LIMITED PREEMPTION OVER STATE AND LOCAL REGULATIONS, 
STATING THAT SUCH REGULATIONS WHICH PRECLUDE AMATEUR RADIO 
COMMUNICATIONS ARE IN DIRECT CONFLICT WITH FEDERAL OBJECTIVES AND 
MUST BE PREEMTED. FCC DECLARED THAT LOCAL ANTENNA REGULATIONS MST 
REASONABLY ACCOMMODATE AMATEUR RADIO COMMUNICATIONS AND REPRESENT THE 
MINIMUM PRACTICABLE REGULATIONS TO ACCOMPLISH THE PURPOSE OF THE

FCC HAS AMENDED THE AMATEUR RULES TO ELIMINATE THE 30 DAY WAIT BEFORE 
AN APPLICANT FOR AN AMATEUR EXAMINATION CAN RETAKE A FAILED 
EXAMINATION ELEMENT. IN A SEPTEMBER 18 NEWS RELEASE, FCC SAID THERE 
WAS NO PERSUASIVE EVIDENCE THAT APPLICANTS WHO WAIT 30 DAYS BETWEEN 
TESTS WERE BETTER PREPARED FOR REEXAMINATION THAN THOSE WHO WAITED A 
SHORTER PERIOD. RESPONDING TO COMMENTS THAT THE VOLUNTEER EXAMINER 
COORDINATORS WOULD BE BURDENED BY ELIMINATION OF THE WAITING PERIOD,

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HEY PORTLAND HAMS---WAKE UP!!! !! 


Tuesday, Sept. 17, the Portland Planning Commission held 
an evening meeting devoted entirely to adopting several 
‘new restrictive rulings against the broadcast industry and, 
as usual, amateur radio was included in the process. Due 
to some quick work by AL7W and K7RUN, a meeting was call- 
ed to figure a way to combat possible disaster. The ARRL 
volunteer counsel, Stan Weinstein, KX7Y, was called and 
he also attended the meeting. To make a long story short, 
came meeting time and all were ready. Another attorney as well as NB7X 
were prepared to protest. Things went well and at the end, after some 
bad comments were made by a non-ham commercial operator, about hams, it 
was felt that Stan should make a final plea which was possible only be- 
cause NB7X relinquished his turn in favor of Stan. Some great closing 
statements and after a 15 minute recess the Commission reconvened with 
no public allowed to make further comments. The Commission voted to 
EXCLUDE froin rule making a clause which would have restricted towers to 
a height of 34 feet. There is much more to this but until the adopted 
rulings are accepted by the City Council, this should suffice.
